This 
In spite of the fact that his theory 
of relativity can as yet be only 
Imperfectly 
understood by even 


the most learned. 


And yet the Cambridge savant 


skips lightly over physics, because 
he believes biology )s the science 
that will show most wonders to the 
human race In the near future. Ho 
pauses merely long enough to give 
his grounds for believing that man 
•will soon evolve a "cold light" that 
will make Illumination extremely 
cheap and effective, and will wipe 
out such a thing as darkness. He 
tarries over the thought that the 
Increasing speed of transport and 
communication will make it possi- 
ble for a person in one hemisphere 
to see and speak with one in the 
other within a few seconds. 
He 


foretells 
the existence 
of steel 


windmills that will store up elec- 
trically all the heat and power 


needed, after coal is exhausted on 
the earth. 


Science Downs the Classics 


He turns aside to warn artists, 


poets and novelists that If they 
wish to count for anything In the 
progress of the arts they must 
master science Instead of thn rlftK. 
slcs. Then he plunges Into biology. 


Tea, coffee, tobacco and alcohol 


•re the only substances men have 


Poet Composes "Ode to Ag H3" 


discovered In centuries that have 
an effect on their own bodies and 
character, he 
states. 
But the 


science of chemistry haa reached 
the stage where many more such 


substances will be at the command 
of the temperate man for Increas 
ing his efficiency and happiness on 
the earth. 


An illustration Is drawn from a 


discovery made In Germany during 
the war. 
This was of the stlmulat 


ing qualities of acid sodium phos 
phate. 
This substance, taken In 


small quantities, reports Mr. Hal- 
dane, makes 
the human being 


capable of unusually prolonged and 
vigorous physical and mental ex- 
ertion. 
At the same time It has 


no ill after-effects. Some Germans 
take it constantly. 


It Is but the beginning of a long 


line of such discoveries. 


Artificial Food 


As regards food, Mr. Haldane 


predicts In 120 years it will be pos- 
sible to build up artificially all the 
elements needed for a complete, 
diet. The farms of the earth may 
then be abandoned, and every one 
live a city life. 
No more fields 


need be plowed, no more cows 
milked, no more song writers wor- 
ry over how to keep the boys down 


on the farm after they'v* seen 
Broadway. 


"Ectegenetle Children" 


All this is in preparation for the 


biggest shock of all. This is the 
introduction of the "ectogenetic 
child." 
The citizen of the future, 


predicts Mr. Haldane, may quite 
possibly start life in a laboratory 
test-tube, be reared in a specially 
prepared serum, and at the proppr 
time be pnt on a diet of artificially 
created milk. 
Whether he will 


grow through Infancy In a scien- 
tifically silent and respectful fash- 


ion, 
or preserve the propensity of 


the present-day child for yelling 
his head off the scientist neglects 
to state. 


In a fanciful essay, supposedly 


written by a Cambridge student in 
the Twenty-second Century, Mr. 
Haldane reports the French as the 
first people to adopt the new meth- 
od of replenishing the population, 
and states that in the first year 


] they produced 60,000 children. All 


tnese children were superior to the 
natural kind, Just as cultivated 
pigs and horses are superior to the 
kind that are accidentally born and 
are raised in a state of nature. 


Laboratory-born 


Not only will babies be con- 


ceived, nurtured, horn and raised 
in great laboratories, with the pos- 
sible adjuncts of nursing homes of 
a commensurate size, and occa- 
sional visits to titular mothers; 


but their characters, talents and 
functions will be determined by 
cleverly made incisions, excisions, 
injections and so on. 


The faot that character and 


ability can be influenced through 
the elands of the endocrine sys- 
tem, Mr. Haldane reminds his read- 
er», Is a proved fact today. 
The 


reproductive organs of lower anl 
mals have been kept alive for days 
In special serums, etc., etc. 


All Women Youthful 


Ha continues to 
describe the 


mature 
life of the 
scientifically 


fashioned citizens of the 
future. 


Women, for instance, will retain 
their youth. 
Nor will men or 


women ever suffer from disease. 
When they die tiey will do it 
peacefully, falling at their chosen 
time into a deep and lasting sleep. 
Entire generations very probably 
will die simultaneously so there 
will be no grieving by contempo- 
raries left behind. 


Morals 
and 
religion will, of 


course, undergo radical changes as 
a result of these Inventions. The 
discoveries will not be put into 
force, he admits, without strong 
opposition. 
A particularly strong 


revolt in the State of Nebraska is 
humorously recorded by the imag- 
inary essayist.
